MADRID, SPAIN, Oct. 11, 1970 — 
Americans scored their highest yet in 
the International Six Days Trials 
competition at the 45th running of the 
I.S.D.T. in Spain last week. 

Six Gold Medals, five Silvers and 
eight Bronzes were taken home by the 
most representative group of Americans 
ever to compete in the Six Days. 
Bronze medals were awarded to those 
who finished within the time limit, but 
lost penalty points for arriving late at 


one or more of the ten checkpoints per | 


day. 

ym trophy teams chances crashed in 
the ‘rocks when trophyman Dave 
Mungenast got off hard on the second 
day, injuring his back. He was unable to 


continue, and the team lost 100 penalty E 


points each day that he was out. But 
there were still many private teams and 
individuals in contention. r 

Mounted on factory prepared 
Husqvarna motorcycles of 250cc and 
405cc displacements, the first American 
team sent to compete for the World 
Championship Trophy was to have been 
headed by six days veteran Bud Ekins. 
Ekins, however, fractured a hand in a 
fistfight with mad painter Kenny Von 
Dutch shortly before he was to board 
the chartered 747 for Europe, and his 
place as team captain was taken by 
Malcolm Smith. 

The remainder of our trophy team 
did quite well. Malcolm Smith won a 
gold as did Ron Bond and John Penton. 
Mike Patrick won a Silver. 


The best team effort from this 
country was mounted by the 
International Silver Vase “A” Team 


which was mounted on Pentons. All 
team members garnered medals, with 
Jeff and Tom Penton getting Golds and 
Jack Penton and Doug Wilford getting 
Bronzes. 

A rule change permitting nations to 
enter trophy teams on motorcycles 
other than those manufactured in the 
team’s country allowed the U.S. to field 
its first attempt at winning the World 
Trophy. This time, the trophy was 
taken by the Czechoslovakian trophy 
team mounted on Jawas. The Czechs, 
however, declined the winner's privilege 
of hosting the 46th Six Days in their 
country and the British immediately 
asked to have it on the Isle of Man next 


year. Lauro E cnl des 
—Rocks, hot weather and fast 
schedules greeted the first day's 


participants and cost many riders their 
Gold and Silver. Everyone agreed that 
the first day was the worst. Compressed 
air bottles carried by the riders 
exploded in the heat and tires exploded 
against the rocks. Forty-five Americans 
had entered, two failed to start and by 
the end of the first day, eight more had 
dropped by the trailside. 

The next day, even with a slower 
schedule, eight more dropped out. 
Injuries, flat tires and mechanical 
failures accounted for most of the 
American failures. Don Bohannon

suffered a broken thumb, and Preston 
Petty and Dave Ekins lost the gearboxes 
in their Puchs because of faulty heat 
treating on a batch of selector keys. Bob 
Armstrong, riding the only Hodaka, 
blew a front tire and, having no spare 
tube for the 21" wheel, stretched a 
19-incher to fit. By the time he was 
under way again, he was over an hour 
late and thus disqualified. Gordon 
Razee suffered the recurrence of an old 
arm injury and quit. Lewis Mulligan 
broke an arm when he hit something in 
the dense dust. The list goes on...broken 
pistons, broken bones, squared wheels.

After that it settled down into the 
difficult, near-impossible grind that is 
the Six Days. The course, laid out by 
Juan Soler-Bulto was thought to favor 
Bultacos, but it was as terrible for the 
Spanish Buls as it was for anyone.

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THINK ABOUT THIS: 


Let me begin by saying that I 
generally agree with your editorial 
policies; They are, on the whole, fair 
and reasonably unbiased when 
compared to the “other” motorcycle 
publications. 

However, though I cannot support all 
the decisions made by the AMA, I do 
feel that your criticisms of them voiced 
in the Oct. 6th editorial to be a bit far 
fetched. 

If you will re-read the notice sent to 
the riders by Mr. Tom Clark you can see 
that the basis for rider selection for the 
“Featured Main” to be as follows; 


“All entries will have to be 
submitted on time on the official 
AMA entry forms, and there will be 
no post entries allowed for the 
main event. The men to participate 
in the event will then be selected by 
the AMA and the promoter. It will 


but for different reasons. As you know, 
there will be two Champions at the end 
of the season; an overall champion 
decided by total points, and a National 
champion, decided by highest total 
points won by a competitor who has 
resided in the US for at least six 
months, or who has competed in at least 
ten AMA sanctioned pro events during 
the current year. 

It would seem, under this system, to 
be a simple matter for a European to 
take both titles, Overall AND National, 
simply by hitting the minimum number 
of required events, thereby voiding an 
obvious attempt by the AMA to 
promote a truly “National” star, which 
would, in turn, promote enthusiasm. 

But in your criticism you attack the 
decision to use total points in 
determining the Championship, as 
opposed to using the best four or six 
out of eight system. You state that a 
consistently low placing rider who 
makes all eight events could possibly 
score higher in final points than one

be extremely important to us to 
make certain that all factories are 
fairly represented and that in the 
main event we have equally 
qualified riders. We feel this is very 
important to the overall safety of 
the riders competing." 


Now, maybe I'm missing the point, 
but it sounds to me as if the AMA is 
trying its best to promote a safe, 
exciting series of races, as opposed to 
the mess that could result from trying 
to adhere to everyone else's ideas of 
how to run a M/X series. 

For instance; Let's imagine you're 
Joe Spectator at the “First Annual 
LaRue, Ohio Trans-AMA Moto-Cross”’, 
and you show up on Sunday fully 
expecting to see Dick Mann, Mert 
Lawwill, Dave Aldana, et al, battling it 
out on Greeves, Ossas and Huskies, 
when...Surprise! Good old Dick, Mert 
and little Davey got blown off on 
Saturday by local aces that win there 
every other weekend. Fair enough. So 
you get to see the fastest riders on the 
track; The same riders you saw last 
week...and the week before...and so on. 
But you did NOT get to see what you 
thought you paid for; Lawwill, Mann 
and Aldana. 

“Oh, but that’s not fair!” Of course 
it’s not, but neither is it fair to exclude 
a talented rider like Alan Clough from 
the Inter-Am simply because he was not 
Swedish, as was done by good old 
Edison Dye. It seems fairly clear that 
the AMA is going about this thing 
correctly in first trying to go heavy on 
the promotion end of racing by using 
established AMA stars in what is, to 
most people, an unfamiliar form of 
racing. I, for one, would be more 
interested in seeing Géne Romero on a 
CZ than I would Tim Hart, for example, 
simply. because I have seen Tim ride, 
and I know he's fast, and extremely 
talented at M/X racing. But Romero, on 
the other hand, would be trying an 
almost completely new form of racing 
for the first time. Now THAT would be 
a gas to watch. Nautrally, as time 
progressed, the quick learners would 
assert themselves and make the selection 
much easier, and at the same time, 
fairer, but at least they would have the 
chance to sort themselves out a bit 
before the culling out process began 
after, say, one full season. 


You pointed out further that you. 


think the point system to be used 
"stinks". Here I must agree with you, 


who only attended three races, but won 
all three. If this is the case, then 
someone had better let Gene Romero 
know that he's not National Number 
One anymore; Jim Rice is, because he 
won more races. Or maybe it's Dick 
Mann, since Daytona received the most 
publicity. 

As we both know, Mr. Sanford, 
professional racing of any kind is not 
for the little guy who likes to see if his 
Montesa is faster than Tim Harts'. As 
the rules stand now, an entrant is 
compelled to have at least two scooters; 
a heavyweight and a lightweight, before 
he can even send in an entry, since if he 
is not picked for the Featured Main in 
one class, he will have to ride the 
Supporting Main in the opposite class. It 
is unfortunate that there are many 
talented riders who are not lucky 
enough to have a nice, kindly. old 
sponsor to rely on. But someone once 
told me about a certain National 
Number 18 who only rode four races 
during his first year as a professional, 
because he simply could not afford to 
travel to the distant events. 

Instead of browbeating the AMA 
about the poor, talented, “Tittle guy", 
maybe you should be trying to loosen 
the purse-strings of the dealers and 
distributors and accessory houses and 
especially the manufacturers who are 
getting fat using race oriented 
advertising, and giving little, or nothing 
to the racers who go out and generate 
that publicity practically for free. A 
prime case in point is a very large 
Japanese firms' American 
distributorship flatly denying for many 
years, (or at least since the parent 
company had bowed out of 
international competition) that racing 
success sold motorcycles; that is, until a 
certain Richmond, California rider won 
the Daytona 200 on one of their four 
cylinder wheelbarrows. The very same 
week, for crying out loud, there were 
posters, leaflets, skywriting, fireworks, 
bands plyaing, children laughing.....I 
hear they even tried to get a bill passed 
through the Senate proclaiming a 
National holiday. And if you looked 
very, very closely, you just might 
somehow discover that somewhere in all 
the flashy ad copy they actually, if 
somewhat begrudgingly, admitted that 
there was, in fact, a lowly AMA racer of 
some repute, stashed somewhere amidst 
that bee-otiful, complex masterpiece of 
engineering science, (that you, by the

Robert New Champion 


LAUNSDORF, AUSTRIA, October 4, 1970 — In the last round of World 
Championship 250cc Motocross, Joel Robert beat his Belgium teammate Sylvain 
Goebers to take the fantastically close race for the world championship. 

Robert took the lead in the first round with Goebers in hot pursuit. But Goebers 
bent his shift lever and lost a few vital seconds in straightening it. This put him out of 
contention. Meanwhile Robert, under great pressure fell down and allowed Heiki 
Mikkola to slip by for the win. Robert was second, Goebers, third. 

In the second round Robert again jumped into the lead ahead of Goebers and the 
two went half the race that way. Then Goebers tried to pass and clipped Robert's 
wheel. Goebers went down; Robert didn't. Again Mikkola managed to get by for the 
win and Robert allowed fellow countryman DeCoster to get ahead so that Belgians 
are in the first three places in the championship table. In this round, it was Mikkola 
first, Robert second, DeCoster third. The final Title positions are Robert, first (96), 
Goebers, second (94), DeCoster, third (74) and Mikkola, fourth (73). 

A number of records were broken by Robert’s title win. Robert is the first man to 
win the 250cc world title three consecutive times. He is now tied with Hallman for 
total world championships (four each). It is Suzuki’s first world championship. 
Robert is reported to be quite exuberant; not only is he now world champion, but he 
is to be married this week to 27 year old Jeanine Bracq. 


Suzukis In MX Series? 


WORTHINGTON, OHIO, Oct. 12, 1970 — Suzuki factory motocross stars, Joel 
Robert and Sylvain Geboers, are once again the subject of spectulation, according to 
an AMA source. 

The two were scheduled to ride in either the Trans-AMA or Inter-Am series 
(depending on who you believed), but according to the AMA, both riders are in 
Japan “discussing business” with Suzuki officials. 

Earlier, Geboers was in the middle of a controversy between Inter-Am promoter, 
Edison Dye and American Suzuki. Geboers had contracted to ride the Inter-Am 
series but the company was trying to prevent it because of differences with Dye. At 
last report, however, it appeared that Geboers would ride in the Inter-Am, and 
Robert the Trans-AMA. 

There was no official explanation from the AMA regarding Robert’s absence at 
Sunday’s first Trans-AMA event at LaRue, Ohio. But a spokesman did say that 
Robert was not under contract, and “‘If he rides (in the Trans-AMA series), he will 
appear at the first Heavyweight event, at Delta, Ohio, on Oct. 25.” $ 

American representatives for Suzuki were contacted earlier this week, regarding 
the Geboers situation, but declined to state anything other than, ““СеЬоет is under 
contract with Dye but Suzuki wishes he does not ride.” 


Assault On The Salt 


BONNEVILLE, UTAH, Oct. 12, 1970 — Harley-Davidson’s assault on the ultimate 
motorcycle speed record came a step closer Sunday, as Cal Rayborn piloted the 90 
inch, gas powered streamliner to 212 mph, completing the preliminary runs and 
setting the stage for an all out attempt. 

Sunday’s run, however, was not without difficulty, as the Dennis Manning-built 
shell went on its side, shortly after hitting the 212 mark. The damage was minor and 
expected to be repaired today. ; 

According to Bruce Flanders — the AMA official on hand for the run — the 
biggest problem so far has been the weather, with winds and even snow occurring 
with regularity. Flanders said, though, that the Harley group has “‘all the potential to 
set the record.” 

But potential may not be enough. As Cal Rayborn said, “It was a lot easier to win 
Daytona twice than get this record." 

Meanwhile, Robert Leppan, the man who held the record for four years prior to 
Don Vesco’s record run three weeks ago, is on his way to the Salt Flats with two 
Triumph Tridents mounted in his streamliner. According to Flanders, Leppan should 
arrive Thursday. “I imagine, one way or the other, Vesco’s record is going to get 
broken," Flanders added. 


Ascot MX To Friday 


LOS ANGELES, CALIF., Oct. 8, 1970 — Jim Wilson, the 19 year old star motocross 
rider from Torrance, has signed a contract with American Jawa and today picked up 
250cc and 360cc CZ motocross machines, according to Ted Moore, the firm's 
western sales manager. 

Wilson will begin riding the bikes as soon as he recovers from a minor foot injury, 
and plans are being finalized for his participation in the fifth Trans-AMA event at 
Dallas, Texas. 

Wilson, who has been riding Greeves for the past four years, said he is giving up 
the English bikes because he cannot get the machines or parts he needs.

GARDENA, CALIF., Oct. 9, 1970 — 
The usual opening night jitters seemed 
to come on the final night under the 
lights for the professional half-milers. If 
anything, the track was too fast for the 
many riders that have been racing at 
least once a week all over the nation for 
the past seven or eight months. 

For the first time ever the trophy 
dash was made up of riders who ALL 
timed in the select 22 second bracket. 
Even the first alternate clocked a 
whizzing twenty two — and still did not 
make the dash lineup. 

Jody Nicholas cut the fastest time 
trial lap of the year before defeating his 
teammate, Paul Conserriere in the heat 
race. Dave Aldana, showing up on a 
Triumph for the first time, had to come 
from behind to top Yamaha mounted 
Dan Haaby who has been out with a 
tweaked ankle for the past month. Mel 
Lacher outlasted Tom Rockwood in the 
third and final heat race. 

Nicholas nipped Aldana at the finish 
line in a close one for the trophy dash 
win. John Hateley was third with 
Lacher running fourth. The weekly 
battle of the Nortons vs. the Triumphs 
found. Norton still holding at 
intermission time. 

Time trials started the fast ball 


rolling and it: continued to get faster 
with Hateley missing a new amateur 
heat race record by 1/100th of a second 
as he topped Oklahoma winner Don 
Emde. 

The Novice final had Kenny Roberts 
trying too hard to overtake Gary Scott. 
Roberts nearly took the wall on the first 
lap and then came around on the second 
to smack the boards full bore. 

His machine bounced towards the 
middle of the track and fast improving 
Larry Stiles hit it dead center. Stiles 
vaulted high in the air and did an end 
over end in front of the stands. 
Surprisingly enough, both riders later 
walked to their respective pit spots. 

The Experts got their fair share of 
action when first Frank Gillespie tried a 
long run at the corner that sent dirt over 
the wall and fearless Frank. nearly 
through it. He finally brought it back 
into the groove. 

Then Tom Rockwood got into one 
of his rare moments: of trouble. The 
Ascot point leader did an end over end 
in the final going on the backstretch. 
Tommy jumped up and was over the 
wall before the black flag came out but 
the machine was bent from end to end 
and out of action. 

Scott went on to win the Novice 


final after the re-start. The win again 
brought the Novice point battle down 
tight and the overall point winner will 
not be decided until the final race. 
Loyal Penn, the 250 winner the 
previous two weeks, could pull no 
better than third, behind Earl Barker. 

Hateley again won the Amateur final 
with Emde again running second. Terry 
Dorsch was third with Chuck Hart 
running in for fourth place in the ten 
lap yellow plate final. 

Now a few words about the Expert 
final. After the Rockwood flip, the 
riders were brought back for a single file 
re-start with Nicholas up front. Flying 
re-starts are supposed to find the leader 
bringing the riders around at a slow to 
moderate speed with a quick twist of 
the throttle AFTER the leader hits the 
starting line. 

All riders were advised of this prior 
to the restart. Yet here came Jody at 
full throttle and far too fast over the 
official order. The starter, who has had 
more downs than ups this season, 
dropped the flag, with Nicholas and 
Aldana holding a big early lead. 

The two werê to battle all the way 
with some not so funny happenings. 
Jody held the lead the first five laps. 
Then Aldana took over for the next

seven rounds. Along the way Aldana 
caught Jody Nichols when his 
Norton crashed . into the back 
straightaway wall so hard he bounced 
off and flew all the way into the infield! 

Back he came to again catch Aldana, 
or was Dave trying for two? At any rate 
Jody led as the riders started the final 
lap. Then Aldana took the lead away to 
go on for his second Ascot Main Event 
win of the year. 

While the action was hot and 
controversial up front, Mel Lacher and 
his Norton supplied his own type in the 
early laps. Twice he tried to corner 
without shutting the throttle off. The 
manuever nearly sent him straight 
through the boards. A cooler head and 
looser throttle hand eventually gave hirr 
a 7th place in the action.

As with the Experts, this 
main also developed into quite a 
procession. 

The Novices provided the crowd with 
some of the tightest racing, Montesa 
mounted Ken Roberts and arch rival 
Gary Scott on his Bultaco both won 
their respective heats with Roberts’ time 
being the best.

The semi got pretty exciting as usual 
with Ray Vanderpool just flat sailing to 
win it, with Sal Peluso and Ron Moore 
being the other two riders to transfer to 
the main.

LA RUE, OHIO, Oct. 11, 1970 — The 
Trans-AMA series was inaugurated here 
Sunday, with BSA factory rider and 
former world motocross champion, Jeff 
Smith parlaying two heat victories into 
an overall Main Event win, while 
California CZ rider, Brad Lackey — who 
for some reason was relegated to the 
ranks of the Support class — took a 
relatively easy win in his heat and the 
Support Main. 

AMA’s first try at championship 
motocross actually started at a press 
conference held the night before at the 
Holiday Inn in nearby Marion. After 
brief speeches by AMA News Director, 
Ed Youngblood and Executive Director, 
Russ March, the soon-to-be-victorious 
BSA team was introduced by the 
company’s racing head, Pete Coleman. 
The program ended much too early, 
apparently to allow the participants a 
chance to rest before the Big Day. 

The program of heats and feature 
races proved to be a viable one Sunday, 
as the well-oiled AMA flagging, starting 
and scoring machinery ran off the day’s 
events quite efficiently. All racing was 
finished by 5 p.m. 

The scratch heats — used to 
determine riders in the Support Class 
feature event — started the day’s racing, 
with Lackey astounding the crowd by 
recovering from a first turn center

punch, and coming from next to last 
place to win the first heat. Ron 
Stockman, another northern 
Californian, also won his heat race. 

The first of the two 30 minute Main 
Event motos started with a multiple pile 
up in the first turn, a result of track 
layout more than anything else. Gunnar 
Lindstrom was most seriously affected 
by the spill, as he remounted and spent 
the entire 30 minutes playing catch-up. 
He did, in fact, finally pass leader Jeff 
Smith, but he was penalized one 
position for jumping the gun, giving 
Smith the win.

concerning the point system: First of 
all, it is all but impossible to compare 
the Trans-AMA, series to the National 
circuit, if, for no other reason than the 
majority of good motocross riders are 
not full-time, professional racers. Maybe 
in the future we'll have a cadre of MX 
pros, but at this point in time we don't. 
And while I am also interested in having 
manufacturers and distributors “loosen 
their purse strings”, I don’t feel pressure 
should be brought to bear on them at 
the expense of the ‘little guy”. 
Actually, though, I think you 
misunderstood at least part of what I 
was saying about the points system. I 
still would much prefer the 
championship to be decided on the basis 
of the best four or five showings, but if 
this is not instituted, I think the AMA 
should at least change the system of 
distribution. Briefly, I feel that a system 
that awards a 10th place finish only 
17% fewer points than a first place 
finish is not equitable, Even on the 
National Circuit, which you refer to, 
points are more widely distributed, with 
a 10th place finisher getting less than 
half as many points as the winner. So in 
summary, Mr. Lantz, I am not. against 
the AMA's new series. Quite the 
contrary. 1 am simply for equitable rules 
in establishing our first AMA National 
Motocross Champion. I am, as you 
indicated, for the little guy...ed.

should he get the number one plate; 
another who rides two different brands 
(and sometimes even has three entered 
in different classes and all legally) gets a 
flat fee for just riding one brand because 
he’s always up in the front runners any 
time or place he rides it. For the second 
brand he gets X number of dollars for a 
win graduating upwards with the 
importance of the event. Elsinore or 
Hopetown would REALLY pay off. 
Plus all this, the weekend fringe benefits 
are that all his entry fees are paid, he 
gets so much gas money per mile 
traveled to the track and back and any 
other expenses needed by he and wife. 
Meals, motels for a two-day event, etc. 
are also picked up. Start working that 
one out and you have a sportsman rider 
who is doing better than maybe 90% of 
the true professional riders! 

In plenty of other cases, riders

More 
power to anyone who’s good enough or 
has the right connections to make some’ 
bread, and we agree. Up to a point. We 
believe that they do not belong in 
sportsman events riding with the other 
guys who have to pay their own bills or 
are just in it for the thrill of a trophy or 
a lower number on that next year’s 
plate. At the same time, they needn’t be 
kicked out or forced into the 
professional ranks where they belong 
anyways, there is another solution. 

Next week we'll cover another facet, 
the rider who is sponsored or "helped 
along" by dealers, manufacturers etc. 
This first installment is meant to cover 
the actual cash money paid to riders and 
we look more leniently on the others 
who just get a helping hand than we do 
the ones who make a nice living riding 
sporting races. 

Why these columns? Well, scrambles 
have been going down-hill in this district 
for quite a while and we have a theory 
that money has something to do with it 
and will explain why as we go along. 
And, once again, think a bit about the 
Saddleback incident we mentioned 
earlier.
